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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group IV, claim 2 in the response of 6/1 7/03 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a) it is not possible to use the 
apparatus of claim 2 without infringing the method of claim 3; b) the method of claim 3 
would be anticipated by using the apparatus of claim 2; and c) a proper search of the 
method of claim 3 would of necessity find an invention of claim 2. This is not found 
persuasive because the restriction is a lack of unity restriction of a 371 application, not a 
restriction based on US practice and the Applicant has not addressed the lack of unity. 
Secondly, a search of the apparatus requires a different search than a search of the 
method, hence the differing classification. Also, it is possible to use the apparatus of 
claim 2 without infringing the method of claim 3 (hence the method of claim 3 is not 
anticipated by using the apparatus of claim 2) because the limitation "precipitation 
medium" carries no weight in the apparatus claim; therefore it is possible that an 
apparatus will teach all the limitations of claim 2 without teaching a process specific 
precipitation medium and therefore the method will not be infringed. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the paper of 3/31/ 03. 
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Specification 

3. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure.

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Double Patenting 

8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 30(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 373(b). 

9. Claim 2 is provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 15 of copending 
Application No. 10/221 ,597 in view of any of Henderson (1 ,654,253), Blades 



(3,767,756) and EP 0 483 562 A1 . 
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Claim 15 of 10/221,597 teaches an apparatus having an extrusion means 
(extrusion die) for continuously extruding a material to produce a film; precipitation 
means (liquid; in an apparatus claim, the nature of the liquid does not have weight); 
draw means (rollers) positioned downstream of the extrusion means for continuously 
drawing the extruded film from the extrusion means; and a member for containing the 
liquid means a for receiving an extruded blown tube. 

Claim 15 of 10/221,597 fails to teach the member holding the liquid means being 
tubular in shape. 

Henderson, Blades and EP 0 483 562 each teach a liquid holding member 
(Henderson: Fig 1, #11; Blades: Fig 2, #6; EP 0 483 562: #6) that is tubular for the 
purpose of holding liquid to react with the extruded tube (page 8, lines 35-45) 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the Applicant's invention to have modified the invention of claims 1 and 15 with a tubular 
member holding the precipitation means as taught by any of Henderson, Blades or EP 0 
483 562 because a tubular member matches the shape of the extruded product, thereby 
maximizing the contact area to volume ratio. 

This Is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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11. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Henderson 
(1,654.253). 

Henderson teaches an apparatus for the production of extruded blown film (Fig 
1) having an extrusion means (Fig 1, #5) for continuously extruding a film; precipitation 
means (regenerating liquid, page 8, lines 82-85); draw means (Fig 1, #21) positioned 
downstream of the extrusion means for continuously drawing the extruded film from the 
extrusion means; and a tubular member (Fig 1 , #1 1 ) for containing the liquid and for 
receiving the extruded blown tube. 

12. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blades 
(3,767,756). 

Blades teaches an apparatus for the production of extruded blown film (Fig 2) 
having an extrusion means (Fig 2, #2) for continuously extruding a film; precipitation 
means (coagulating liquid, Fig 2, #6); draw means (Fig 2, #s 7 and 9) positioned 
downstream of the extrusion means for continuously drawing the extruded film from the 
extrusion means; and a tubular member (Fig 2, #1 1) for containing the liquid and for 
receiving the extruded blown tube. 

13. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0 483 562 
A1. 

EO 0 483 562 A1 teaches an apparatus for the production of extruded blown film 
(The Figure) having an extrusion means (#2) for continuously extruding a film; 
precipitation means (#6); draw means (#s 8, 9 and 1 0) positioned downstream of the 
extrusion means for continuously drawing the extruded film from the extrusion means; 
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and a tubular member (#16) for containing the liquid and for receiving the extruded 
blown tube.
